Verizon relinquished their authorization for a microwave dish on the BLM tower at Buckskin 
Ridge on August 4, 2017. With CommNet relinquishing their similar authorization last year, 
that leaves only South Central Communications with a separate authorization on the BLM 
tower/building. 

I have updates for you on the draft plan you forwarded earlier this month. Do you want me to 
send them to you via track changes or another method? Also, do you want them right away, 
or should I wait until COB August 18 when comments are due from monument staff. 

Finally, I plan to visit Buckskin Ridge early next week, once I confirm that the AT&T tower 
and pad are removed.

As you know, we've been working diligently to complete the update of the 
Communication Site Management Plan for the Buckskin Ridge facility, with a goal of 
completing the update before the end of the fiscal year. 

Unfortunately, the lease holders at the site have been far slower than expected in completing 
their construction and other updates to individual facilities, including relinquishing no 
longer used authorizations. Because of these delays, the need to present the draft updates 
to the monument ID Team, and a required 30-day comment period for site users to review 
the draft plan, it now looks like our update won't be completed and ready for signature 
until mid October at the earliest. 

I will continue to work with our National Communication Site Management Team to keep up 
the momentum we've built on this task, and hope to have a working draft for monument 
staff to review in the next two weeks.
